Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 8-13, 15-20, 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Moon (US Pat. 6,275,376). 

Regarding claims 1-4, 8-13, 15-20, 23-25 Moon discloses a computer system 
comprising: a base 20; a frame 40 hingedly mounted on the base 20 to pivot between 
open positions and a closed position; and a display 50 rotatably mounted in the frame 
40 to rotate between an inward facing position and an outward facing position relative to 
the frame 40 wherein the computer system can convertibly serve as a notebook 
personal computer and a tablet personal computer wherein a viewing side of the display 
50 faces toward the base 20 when the display 50 is in the inward facing position and the 
frame 40 is in the closed position wherein a viewing side of the display 50 faces away 
from the base 20 when the display 50 is in the outward facing position and the frame 40 
is in the closed position wherein the display 50 has a perimeter; and the frame 40 
substantially surrounds the perimeter of the display 50 wherein the display 50 rotates 
about a horizontal axis relative to the frame 40. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-6, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Moon (US Pat. 6,275,376) in view of Flint et al (US Pat. 6,686,886). 

Regarding claims 2, 9, and 16 Moon discloses all the subject matter of the 
claimed invention except for an antenna disposed in the frame and operable to emit a 
signal. However Flint et al disclose an antenna disposed in the frame and operable to 
emit a signal (see Flint et al's figures 5-6). Therefore, it would be obvious to one of 
ordinary skill to modify an antenna of Flint et al into Moon's computer system in order to 
utilize the an antenna for integration into a portable processing device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7, 14, and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art fails to show that control buttons disposed in the display and user 
accessible when the frame is in the open position and the display is in the inward facing 
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position and when the frame is in the closed position and the display is in the outward 
facing position or that a first and second clutch interfaces pivotally connecting the base 
and the display holder; and first and second hinges rotatably connecting the display 
holder and the display at the two opposing edges; and wherein a first one of the 
electrical paths passes through the first hinge and the first clutch interface between a 
first one of the opposing edges of the display and the base; and a second one of the 
electrical paths passes through the second hinge and the second clutch interface 
between a second one of the opposing edges of the display and the base. 



Response to Amendment

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
